Dr. Robert Lim Guost 
Of Woman’s Club 


The difficulty of transportatlon now 
that the highways have been des- 
troyed, and the urgent need for am- 
bulaneces, spare parts and gasoline, 
were emphasised by Dr. Robert 5S. 
K. Lim, Director of the Chinese Red 
Cross Svciety, at a dinner given in 
hls honour by the Hongkong Chinese 
Women's Club, at the Chinese Merz 
éhant's Club last night, 

At the official table were Dr. Eva 
Ifotung, Dr. C, Y. Wu, director of 
the Chinese Red Cross, Mr. and 
‘Mrs, ‘I, F. Lo, directors of the 
Women's Club, Mrs, Li Shu-fan, 
vice-president of the club, Dr. and 
Mrs, Li Shlu-pui, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Y. K. Chow. About seventy. mem- 
bers und friends attended, 

After dinner Dr, Lim gave a talk 
on the work belng done by the Red 
Cross in the tvar areas, and tustrat- 
ed his address. with lantern slides. 
Mrs, LI Shiu-put introduced Dr. Lim 
andl sald: 

“Our President, Mrs, M. K. Lo, has 
asked me te express her deep regrets 
for not being able to be present to 
welcome our jruest of honour,: 

“Dr, Li is no stranger lo Hont- 
kong, Hn services in China — since 
the beginning, of the war are nowhere 
more appreciated. than among the 
re 
this Colony. 7 

Dr, Lim outlined the work of the 
medleal units dn China sand gave 
rome iden of the diMculties they have 
to surmount. ‘There are, he sald, 
Inedeal units of various kinds, about 
#2 ay, all, stretching along the North- 
West to the South-West zones, It 
was hoped eventually to supply cich 
military division in the ficld with a 
medical unit. The army ‘has ut pre- 
seNt poor equipment and artery and 
is poor jn medien) personnel and 
equipment. The Red Cross is ren- 
dering considerable technical help. 
There is, however, an urgent need 
for qualified doctors and trained male 
nurses, Most of the divisions have 
no doctors, Last year this was not 
quite such © a vilal matter as it is 
to-day. Then it was merely a mat- 
ter of carrying the wounded some 20 
kHometres by stretchers. to base 
hospitaly, Now, however, the de- 
fence palley of the army hos been 
changed, It has been found that by 
tearing up the hinhways the Japanese 
advanee js checked. This also pre- 
vents field ambulances ‘from movink 
lp and has: created serious dimculties 
for the medical units. It now tales 
seven or eight days to transport the 
wounded by stretchers, In time it 
Is hoped an army of stretcher bearers 
will be created to simplify the work.
